SI  1eruſalem walled) liucd 
TT pcaccablic ynder the 
Perſians. But how lo 
this continued, or how manic Kings it had, 
ncither the Hiſtoriographers of our time, nor 
thepr doo ſutficientlic know : which 
thing they doodeclare in their diuers and yn. 
ccrtaine Hiſtories , ſhowed foorthand publi- 
ſhed by them to the world of theſe matters. 
Bur wee, becauſe we know the former Perſuan 
Kings out of the holic Scripture,and the latter 
the prophane hiſtories dooth mention of this 
matter : therefore we are able more certainlie 
; todetermine,than either Herodotus or Toſephus 
or Manetho,or Metaflenes,or Creſias from who 
che truc report of theſe matters is vſcd to be ci- 
ted. Concerning che time and continuance of 
the Perfuun Monarchic we cannot doubt,ſcing 
the beginning isapparit outof the holy ſcrip+ 
ture, and wee vnderſtand from prophane Sto-

The Perſuan Monarchic-begins f6m- that 
yeare, ii the which Cyrus the great was firſt 
aduaunced by God to the rule of {ſis, after 
Darms the Mede,yvhom the holic Oracles call 
the King of Perſuc; andenderh and is determi- 
ned in the death of Darius the ſonne of .Arſa- 


| nes: forthen(no manreſiſting)the Wealth of 


the Perſians came to eAlexandey the great, and 


. eAſia (which before obcicd the Perfuans) be4 


came ſubic&to him. Now, the firſt yeare of 
Cyrusthe greater, or of the King of be Perſi- 
«ns, falls intothe third yeare of the foureſcore 
Olympiade; which was fromthe beginning of 


the world, three thouſand foure hundred (e- 


uentietwo;and was the ycarc ſince Rome was 


builr 295. fortie yeares after the Kings were 
baniſhed and exiled the Citic : which wee vn- 
derſtand to be certaine laying down the times 
inorder, as they bee expounded in the holic 
Scripture's and the Olympiades conferred and 
laidetogetherwith theſe , and alſo the yeares 
of the continuance of the Citic of Rome. And 
thoſethings which haue becn otherwiſe de- 
fined by prophane VV riters and VV riters of 


the 


the death of Darius holaſt King ot the Perſs- 
ans,the prophane Hiſtorie referres rothe firſt 
yeareof the hundred & tfiirteenth olympiade; 
and that yeare is the fiſt of Damelsninetecnth 
weekec; and the yeare of the Citic'bmltfoure: 
hundred and fiue & rwentie3 'andthe year of 
the worldthree thouſand three feore &'two. 
From which account of time we vnderſtand, 
that the Perſian Monarchie is to haueallotred 
r9 it for the continuance a hundred and thirtic 
yeares, although otherwiſe hereof othermen 
haue determined, © 7 LS) 

But we cannot miſle, becauſe we hauethe 
time of thedeliuerance from Babilen (which is 
the beginning ot the Perſean Empire) certain- 
lie ſer downe and defined by the holie Serip- 
ture; andthe times which follow,as the death 
of Darius the laſt King of Perfa,and of Alex- 
andey the great, ſerdowne faithfullic; & thoſe 
who diſſent trom vs, we arc able by good rea- 
ſon to diſproour: & that eſpeciallie ſeeing the 


cxattime is ſerdownein the Scripture, when 


Cyrus the greater began his Empire, and the 
death of Alexander the great(which fell inthe 
next Olympiade from the death of Darius) isa- 
greed,confcſſed and derermined of manic Hi- 
ſtoriographers. For then there wasa more af- 
ſured obſcruation of the Greekiſh Hiſtorie,. 
manie learned and notable men hauing 'com- 
prehended them intheir writings,agrecing ir . 
the ſettmg dow. of tac accoliitofthole times. 
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ov berſer. | 


But rhoſethings which fcll out before theſe 
times, have bot ſo faithfullic been by VV riters 
colleed : whereby ir commeth to paſſe, that 
the prophane ſtorie is verie obſcure: which 
obſcuritic weare able to difpearſe & to make 
cleere,by that computation of time which we 
haue laide downe; becaulc this is grounded 
froma moſt yndoubred obſcruation,gathered 


- fromholie ſcripture: which is not neceſlarie 


for vs at this time to handle 'moreat large, ſce- 
ing it hath been handled before. Inthe which 
rreatiſe, we haue ſet downetheexaQ account 
of time, determined in the holic ſcripture : 
which as it may bee referred to prophanc ſto- 
ries,-if it hath lictle beenc obſerued by former 
VV ritcrs,may yct now bee ynderſtood by the' 
table of this Chronicle, continued and ſucceſ- 
ſinely drawendowne from the beginning of 
the world,cucn vnto our times. . 

. Now concerning the Kings of Perſia, who 
ruled cheſe hundred & thirtic yeares,the place

Artaxerxes Mnemon (that is by ſurname, the 
Rememberer) ſucceeded Darius Nothus,beeing 
his baſtard ; whoſe brother was Cyrus, called: 
theleſſer, (famous in the Greeke hiſtoric, and 
in Xenophon) who was fellow in Armes with 
him' againſt Arraxerxes. After Arraxerxes 
Mnemon, Ochus his ſonne reigned ouecr the 
Perſians. Then Ares the fonne of Ochus,who 
(being deſtroyed withhis whole familie) had 
for his ſuccefſor, Darius the laſt king of Perſia; - 
whom Dtiodorus Siculus in his17.booke ſayth 
to be the ſonne of ;Ar/ſanes, who was the bro.

thors ſcarce of good credite ; therefore they 
are eſpeciallic to bee admoniſhed of thoſe er+ 
rors,which Tcſephus admitteth in this Hiſtorie 
inthe eleuenth booke of hisantiquities or old 
affaires. For partly out of: Herodorus, who 
did not ſo much purpoſeto write a hiſtorie,as -

-Burt before we giue ouerthis hiſtorie of the 
Kings of Perſaa, becauſe there is nothing in ir 
ſo fuſtrious , as Xerxes going'downe into 
Grecia,letys ſee in what Olympiade he by war 
inuaded Grecia : for this is handled by manie 
Greeke Hiſtoriographers; but how truely,thar 
WCearc now to ſee. - Payſanias ſetterh down in 
Arcadie, that then: Xerxes pafled' ouer into 
Grecia with that infinit hoaſt, (which the Hi- 
ſtorians report of,that the Medes atone dinner 
dranke vpallthe Riucrs) when Gelon gouct- 
ned-in Swacuſa; whom the efrheniansand the 
Lacedemonians (by their Embaſladors) ſollici- 
ted to takepart with them againſt Xerxes, as 
itis1n Herodotus in his 7; booke..
